His ruje in life, from the time he 


attended Amherst college as a class- 
mate of Calvin Coolidge, to the time 
of his death, when he had already 
achieved fame, riches, position, hon 
or and the regard of his country 
men, 
was "don't take yourself too 


darned seriously." That was his an- 
swer to-'friends urging him for the 
presidency. 


Thousands of messages of condol- 


ence came to the Morrow home on 
the outskirts of this city.

JULIUS CURTIUS 


Curtius To 
Leave Post 
In Germany 


Berlin— (A") —' Foreign Minister 


Julius Curtis, whose-policies1 have 
been the center of repeated political 
storms, today 'submitted his resig- 
nation to Chancellor Bruening. Of- 
ficial circles understood it'would be 
accepted. 


In his letter to the chancellor, he 


said: 


"in a conversation" 'We' had' the 


day after my return • from. Geneva 
I made clear to you that without 
regard for the parliamentary- pitua- 
tion I wanted to ,- resign ^rpnV;the 
government.- I-'now'deem 1ft"ifri"eve'ry 
way imperative that. the. qi^esy, 
of my retirement be cleare&!'tl|Jr?' T 
therefore .beg you to recommend to 
the Reich president my discharge." 


His withdrawal was considered as 


a removal of one of the difficult ob- 
stacles facing Chancellor Bruenlng 
In obtaining the parliamentary, sup- 
port the government will need-when 
the Reichstag convenes Oct. 13. 


With the Social Democrats rest- 


less over wage reductions, the con- 
tinual outbursts of 
dissatisfaction 


with Curtius from parties .support- 
ing the government made the cabi- 
net's position acutely embarrassing. 


Herr Curtius' 
successor 
is at 


present problematical, although Ba- 
ron von Neurath, ambassador 
to 


London, has been prominently men- 
tioned. 


The ill-fated Austro-German cus- 


toms treaty was regarded as having 
contributed more than any 
other 


one thing to the situation leading to 
the foreign minister's resignation. 
His rightist enemies assailed him 
from the first as too meek in repre- 
senting the 'country's interests. 
Herr Curtius succeeded the late 


Gustave Stresemann, 
his 
political 


father, as foreign minister in the 
cabinet of Herman Mueller In Octo- 
ber of 1929. When that ministry re- 
signed in March, 1930, he was again 
selected to guide Germany's foreign 
affairs. 
He was chancellor for a 


brief period in 1927. 


He has been subjected recently to 


criticism over the abandonment of 
the Austro-German 
customs 
pact 


and Its subsequent disapproval 
by 


the world court. National Socialists 
and Nationalists particularly have 
agitated against his policy of rap- 
prochment with France.

Drastic Restrictions Ordered 


to

New York—C43)—The New Tork 


Stock exchange took further mea- 
sures designed drastically to curtail 
short selling today. 


The committee on business con- 


duct informed members that their 
floor brokers must be notified- with 
each selling order whether it is a 
real or "long" sale, or whether it is 
short sale. 


While official comment from the 


exchange is lacking, it is understood 
that no short sales are being per- 
mitted that will depress the price 
of the stockr' 


This further action 
of the ex- 


change follows partial or cpmplete 
restrictions against short selling in 
several of the foreign markets., and 
widespread agitaticn in this country 
for control of professional trading. 


While the stock 
exchange has 


traditionally 
been 
committed 
to 


maintaining a free and open mar- 
ket, 
and vigorously opposed 
any 


restrictions on 
legitimate trading, 


therft has arisen a strong feeling 
among stock 
exchange 
members 


themselves that some action should 
be taken to reassure the public that 
no destructive trad-Ing tactics are be- 
ing permitted.

but

mediately "Critical" 


West Orange, N. J. — UP) — Al- 


though Thomas A. Edison spent a 
fair night and • there 
was 
little 


change in his condition today, he 
refused to eat and this was describ- 
ed as "very bad" by his physician, 
Dr. Hubert S. Howe. 


Dr. Howe held little or no hope 
that the 84-year-old inventor would 
fight off the 
effects 
of diabetes, 


Bright's disease, uremic poisoning 
and -a stomach ailment believed to 
be gastric ulcers, none of which, 
the doctor said, had caused Mr. Edi- 
son pain. 


The physician said he did not be- 


lieve Mr. Edison's condition was im- 
mediately "critical" but disclosed 
that his strength was ebbing slowly 
before the advance of uremic pois- 
oning. 


Mr. Edison showed some improve- 


ment yesterday. His heart beat was 
stronger, his circulation was better 
and his spirits brighter than they 
had been during the weekend. 


He seemed -to enjoy a meal of 


milk toast and stewed 
fruit more 


than usual and conversed with his 
wife for several minutes. The In- 
ventor asked her about his condi- 
tion although his son, Charles Edi- 
son, said his father did not appear 
worried. 


Henry Ford has been receiving 


hourly bulletins at Detroit on the 
condition of Mr. Edison.

PREMIER SAYS 


British Parliament to Be 


Dissolved T o m o r r o w , 


MacDonald Announces 


London—W)—Parliament will be 


dissolved tomorrow and a general 
election will be held 
on Oct. 21. 


Prime Minister MacDonald announc- 
ed today. 


It will be the first general elec- 


tion since May 30, 1929, when Stan- 
ley Baldwin's Conservative govern- 
ment was swept out of power and 
the Labor party 
returned to the 


helm for the first time in five years. 
The Liberal vrepresentation In par- 
liament 
was 
radically 
reduced 


but It has held the balance of pow- 
er throughout 
the period. 


The announcement ' came after 


Prime Minister MacDonald had con- 
ferred with King George. He was 
understood to have acquainted the 
king with the decision of the cab- 
inet and 
advised him to dissolve 


parliament at once. Prorogation is 
expected tomorrow 
and1 dissolution 


Thursday with the 
reading of a 


speech from the throne which will 
outline the need for an election. 


The new parliament will be called 


into session early In November, it 
was said, and will probably, sit for 
six weeks 
up to the 
Christmas 


recess. The election campaign is ex- 
pected to begin at once with all 
three parties girding for an epochal 
struggle. • 


Mr. MacDonald, wearing morning 


clothes and ,a derby hat, motored 
almost unnoticed through the early 
morning haze to his conference with 
the king. He spent 
about thirty 


minutes in his 
majesty's 
private 


apartments and drove back to Down- 
ing-st. A small crowd gathered out- 
side the" palace to watch the chang- 
ing of the guard waved a 'greeting 
and he touched his hat in acknowl- 
edgment. 


Mr. MacDonald immediately began 


a series of conferences with his cab- 
inet ministers over 
plans for tho 


election. He received a petition from 
several 
hundred 
followers—some 


from the aged miners' home—In his 
own constituency of Seahan Harbor 
urging him to stand as a candidate 
from that district. He has not d'ccid- 
ed from what section he will run.

STIRRING FLUID 


Curiosity of Scientist Leads 


to N e w Discovery in 
Massachusetts 
Cambridge, Mass.—OP)—The man' 


who dreams of doing: b!s things 
•while stirring the breakfast 
food 


over the kitchen ranse has 
been 


overlooking a valuable industrial dis- 
covery right under his nose. 


This is shown by announcement of 


discovery at Massachusetts Institute 
of Technology of a new chemical 
law, inspired by noting -what hap- 
pens to a liquid when stirred. 


Although breakfast food was not 
the liquid observed, it affords 
an 


easy example of the problem. The 
clue is vrhat happens to the 
film 
that forms on top of the 
boiling 


liquid. Everyone knows the 
film 


should be stirred, but most every- 
one's curiosity stops there, one step 
short of the scientific discovery. 


At Massachusetts Tech Dr. H. S. 
Davis, of the chemistry department, 
took the added step recently. He was 
curious to know what would happen 
if he. stirred a liquid beneath its sur- 
face, leaving the top unruffled. 


A small propeller was sunk in the 


liquid through a tube resembling a 
glass "straw" for summer drinks. 
The surface was watched with a 
high power microscope. 


The top film 
stood considerable 
agitation from beneath before 
<"-c 


surface film broke to any extent, 
and Dr. "Davis* observations led to 
discovery ol the law applying to 
mixing gas into a liquid to make a 
new compound, something done dal- 
ly on a big scale by commercl 1 
manufacture. 
It shows that th« rate at which 
the two substances can bo mixed Is 
often limited solely by the speeds at 
which they can pass through the 
surface film.

Chemical society Dr. Davis says the 
aw can be extended to hydrogena- 
ion, a. new method of making gas- 
oline.

WELLS AS DICTATOR 


H. G. Wells, the English author, is 


always interesting as a purveyor of 
ideas. It's a good thing to have a few 
incorrigible futurists running around 
loose, whether they furnish programs 
to work toward, or merely provide 
amusement by their Utopian dreams. 
This Utopian was in good form in his 
radio talk the other day. If he were 
appointed world dictator he would 
straighten everything out. 


First he would^ declare the world 


bankrupt, and reduce debts according- 
ly-Next he would attend to the little 
task of abolishing war. He thinks he 
could do that better than Secretary 
Kellogg did. He would have the sov- 
ereign states of the world "relinquish 
so much of their national sovereignty 
as to place control of their relations to- 
ward each other'in the hands of a fed- 
eral world authority and peace coun- 
cil." It would be frankly a super-gov- 
ernment, pooling its armed forces and 
using- them as international police. 


There would be another central 


body, an economic council to take care 
of the world's financial and business 
life, superintending production and dis- 
tribution. 


He would scrap national currencies 


and have "only one money" in the 
world. This would be attended to im- 
mediately, because the present credit 
system is breaking 
down and the 


-world's industrial life is being stran- 
gled. Then peace and prosperity would 
have a chance.

unless Wells

row morning. Try looking ahead 1,- 
000 years, or 100, and you may find 
yourself thinking along some of these 
same lines. But first we may need 
another World war or two.

Commerce, in- 
dustry and to a large extent farm loans, 
all have more effective financial reser- 
voirs." 


For many years home owners in 


most localities have paid a good deal 
more than they should have for loans, 
and have found them much harder to 
get than they should have been. Often 
local banks, through no fault of their 
own, were unable to finance this ac- 
tivity.

gage costs should ever have risen to 
as high as 20 and 25 per cent a year.

the city of New York, Governor Roose- 
velt is running counter to the ex- 
pressed policies of this powerful ele- 
ment in his own party—an organization 
exerting great influence in the politi- 
cal affairs of the city and state. 


It is not a new situation which is 


confronting the governor. Many emi- 
nent Democrats coming out of New 
York to positions of national promin- 
ence have found themselves in conflict 
with Tammany. 


In 1876 it opposed the presidential 


nomination of Samuel J. Tilden be- 
cause of his aggressive leadership in 
breaking up a corrupt ring and bring- 
ing about the conviction and imprison- 
ment of Boss Tweed. Yet Tilden car- 
ried the state in spite of the Tiger. 


Grover Cleveland felt the sting of its 


lash. Tammany opposed his nomina- 
tion in 1884 because of his support of 
reform legislation. In the national con- 
vention, Cleveland was nominated on 
the second ballot after General Bragg 
of Wisconsin, in seconding his nomin- 
ation, had exclaimed, "We love him for 
the enemies he has made." 


Yet because of Tammany, Cleve- 


land did not carry New York in the 
succeeding election, though losing by 
the small margin of 1,149 votes. Again 
in 1892 he was opposed by Tammany, 
but he was nominated and elected. 


It was Tammany's support of Champ 


Clark in 1912 that caused its disaffec- 
tion of Bryan and led to the revolt that 
nominated Wilson. 


Tammany's power is unquestioned in 


its own bailiwick. To oppose it de- 
mands a Democrat of courage. Yet 
history shows that the nation has not 
been loathe to reward such fortitude.

Regal Dipriity 


Henri of Navarre, regal in his 


dignity despite his shabby clothes, 
was quite willing to explain after lie 
had made it clear to the police that 
he was the descendant 
of 
their 


kings. His lady had brought home 
to their room in a little hotel in the 
Palais Royal district a bottle of or- 
dinary red wine 
and a bottle 
of 


champagne for the royal supper. 


After she had partaken thereof 


she reminded him that he was not 
yet a king and not much of a man. 
He cautioned her that she owed him 
respect, whereupon she threw a cup 
of tea at him. He drew himself up in 
all his majesty, and then she threw 
the teapot. That was too much, and 
in the course of events which fol- 
lowed, police were called in only to 
find that the lady had been stran- 
gled.

many, the Dowager Queen Marie of 
Roumania, and even one to the Due 
de Guise, whom Royalists of France 
recognize as the pretender 
to the 


throne. Inviting him to step aside 
for Henri of Navarre. 


A Tragic Travesty 


"A delightful 
travesty on royal 


claims," remarked one Journalistic 
satirist. 


But Henri of Navarre fell a vic- 


tim of his own Importance. Lucie de 
Champagne 
had a very 
modern 


daughter who, under the 
name of 


Sultana, danced at the Colonial Ex- 
position. She fell In love with an 
Oriental partner, and when his dark- 
skinned wife arrived, the elrl took 
poison and died.

New York—Sudden death has end- 


ed the career of Peter J. Brady, bank 
president and ax'iation 
enthusiast, 


killed in the crash of a speed plane 
on Staten Island, hut the unique ex- 
periment In labor banking which he 
conceived and maae so

still stands as a model for other sim- 
ilar projects. 


That Is the opinion of Hugh Fray- 


ne. New York representative of the 
American Federation of Labor, who 
has been in close touch with opera- 
tions of Brady's bank, the Federa- 
tion Bank & Trust Company, since it 
was organized In 1923. 


"It has been so successful and has 


enjoyed the confidence of its depos- 
itors to such an extent it may well 
serve as a 
model for other labor 


banks," says Frayne. 


Unions Hold Stock 


The Federation 
Bank 
& Trust 


Company is the only large labor 
bank in America operating on a na- 
tional and International scale. Its at- 
titude toward 
the 
thousands of 


worklngmen- who are ita depositors 
was summed up by Brady when he 
objected to the name 
"president" 


and declared he preferred to be call- 
ed "a keeper of the people's money." 


It was that—and more. Its stock- 
holders Include 50 International la- 
bor unions and 150 state and local 
unions. Some 500 local unions depos- 
it funds in Its vaults. In 1929 nnd 
1930 the bank paid 12 per cent on its 
stock and In the latter year Its as- 
sets were listed at 518,143,053. Thus

CABBAGE YIELD IN 


LATE FIELDS TO BE 
FAR UNDER NORMAL 


Blame Drouth, Pests and 


Late Rains for Damage to 
Crops 


BT W. F. W1NSEY 


Shiocton—The early cabbage crop 


of Outagamle-co, was almost a fail- 
ure and the late crop Is not much 
letter. The eaxly crop, however, «.v- 
eraged better than the lata crop Is 
expected to do. The late crop will 
average about one-fourth of a nor- 
mal crop. The basis of this estimate 
Is a survey of the fields. Saturday, 
and toe estimates of dealers, officers 
of th« Appleton Cabbage Growers' 
association, and a number of farm- 
ers. The farmers were hopeful for 
improvement in late cabbage. 


The causes of light yields of both 


early and late cabbage are: the sum- 
mer drouth, pests, and the late rains. 
The drouth. Is responsible for poor 
stands, small growth and 
swarms 


of hungry worms. The recent rains 
are responsible for the bursting of 
more than one-half of 
the- 
early 


heads and for the late cabbage form- 
ing new heads above the tiny old 
heads. The drouth and the pests left 
the foliage of the late cabbage very 
light and riddled beyond repair. De- 
spite all of the damage done, a good 
field of cabbage is in evidence here 
and there about the country. 


Despite the short crop, a $4 price 


per ton for early cabbage and |S per 
ton for late cabbage, there is very 
little demand thus far and very little 
activity in cabbage fields, yards of 
kraut factories, and shipping 
sta- 


tions. Up to this time only 35 cars 
of cabbage were shipped this fall 
from Center Valley as compared with 
105 cars last fall at this time, ac- 
cording to a dealer. His estimate Is 
40 cars for October. This falling off 
In cabbage shipments this fall from 
former standards is perhaps typical 
for all stations.

Women Are Staunchest 


Supporters Of Gandhi 


BY MILTON BRONNEB 


London—If Mahtma Gandhi, un- 


rivaled leader of the Indian people, 
remains for the whole of the sec- 
ond Indian Round Table Conference 
to decide on the future government 
of India, will he exert the same mag- 
netic influence on the 
women of 


England that he has had In India? 


This " is "a question that serious 


Englishmen are asking themselves. 


It seems odd to speak of Gandhi 


as a magnet for women. For he is 
the very extreme antithesis of all 
that men ordinarily consider mag- 
netic for the other sex. He is not tall 
or young or handsome or romantic- 
looking. 


Instead, he Is 62, a wisp of a 


brown man, a mere wraith in which 
the pulso of life nevertheless beats 
ardently for great causes. He is al- 
most skin and bones, due to his as- 
cetic practices and his strict observ- 
ance ot a fast day and a silence day 
each week. 


His face is the kind that would or- 


dinarily repel most women—a big- 
gish nose topped with big glasses, 
hollow cheeks, • a mouth which dis- 
plays Itself almost toothless when it 
opens to smile. His voice is not par- 
ticularly pleasant. He does not go 
out of his way to pay pretty com- 
pliments, which might appeal to oth- 
ers. 


Magnet For Women 


Nevertheless that he is a magnate 


for the other sex Is a fact beyond 
dispute. For the women of his own 
land and his own blood and 
color 


there has been nothing like him in 
modern times. The women flock to 
his meetings. 
They make pilgrim- 


ages to his home and leave their pa- 
thetic gifts of flowers and 
fruits 


bought out of their poverty. It was 
they who carried his cult of passive 
resistance to the British Raj to its 
ultimate perfection. It ^\as the wo- 
men who demonstrated more than 
the men. It was they who furnished 
most o fthe pickets. It was they who 
accompanied him on his 
famous 


march to the sea when he started 
his attack on the salt tax. 


How does he do it? The answer Is, 


in part by his mysticism and his 
spirituality. The Hindus, are a very 
old people and there are certain 
qualities that appeal to them more 
deeply than they do to the more ma- 
terialistic westener. 


But that is not the whole story. 


He has seized the 
hearts of his 


brown sisters because he has made 
himself their bold, out-spoken cham- 
pion. 


Over and 
over again in 
public 


meetings he has expressed his abso- 
lute view that men and women are 
equal. He practices what he preach- 
es. In his Ashram, or settlement at 
Saharmati, women have equal rights 


with the men. They vote on all im- 
portant matters just as do the men. 
No child marriages are allowed. In 
the school he maintains boys and 
girls are brought together 
in the 


class like, brothers and sisters. 


He is opposed to the system of 


purdah—seclusion of the women In a 
fixed part of the house, with all that 
this entails of ignorance and, isola- 
tion. He has declared that men must 
cultivate a far greater respect than 
they have for women. 


Gandhi's Principles 


He has said finely: 
"All of us men must hang our 


heads In shame so long as there is 
a single woman whom we dedicate 
to our passions." 


And again: 
"Of all the evils for which man 


has made himself responsible, none 
la so degrading, so shocking, or so 
-brutal as his abuse of the better half 
of humanity: to me—the female sex 
—not the weaker sex, for It Is the 
nobler of the two. It is, even today, 
the embodiment of sacrifice, silent 
suffering, humility, faith, and know- 
ledge. A woman's Intuition has oft- 
en proved truer than man's arrogant 
assumption of superior knowledge." 


Converts Follow 


Some of this doctrine appeals to 


the mass of Indian women. All of It 
appeals to the finer spirits like sSar- 
ojini Naidu, the famous Indian po- 
etess whose verses are the finest a 
Hindu ever wrote In English. 


And this same tug of the 
little 


brown magnet that is Gandhi has 
proved irresistible to white women 
too. There Is Mira Bai, for Instance. 
Her real name is Madeliene Slade 
daughter of the 
late Admiral Sir 


Edmond Slade. Six years ago 
she 


left England and a life of ease, lux- 
ury and society to become one of 
Gandhi's most devoted disciples. She 
is one of his secretaries. She works 
with her hands. 
She lives In the 


simplest of rooms and eats the plain- 
est of food. Hear her: 


"My attraction to the'Mahatma Is 


entirely religious. He Is the symbol 
of religion to me. Gandhi* message to 
humanity proved irresistible. 
The 


modern world is far too materialis- 
tic. It needs mysticism. Gandhi Is a 
practical mystic " 


So she is here in England to serve 


hint as she serves him in India. And 
only lately the wires announced that 
Miss Slade was to have a companion 
in service, ar American girl, Miss 
Nilla Cram Cooke, daughter of the 
late George Cram. Cook, poet and 
playwright. Across the world she 
felt the tug of athtraction by 
the 


little brown magnet. She desired to 
follow in his path of renunciation of 
the material things of this world. 


And while Gandhi lives in Kings-
